mitted on his wife, whom he slashed 
•with a knife. 


In sentencing him, the Judge said: 
"You have been found guilty of an 


assault with a deadly weapon upon 
your wife, and you see where your In- 
dulgence In a course of drink 
has 


brought you. 


"There was considerable testimony 


Introduced during the trial of this case 
tending to show that you were not In 
your right mind at the time you com- 
mitted this assault, owing to drink. 


IS NOT INSANE. 


"Tou have been examined by Dr. X>. 


Lustlg, one of the best experts on the 
subject In the country, and he has told | 
me that you are not insane, but that [ 
your brain has deteo'rlated by reason 
of your long Indulgence In drink. 


"I believe, therefore, that you should 


be placed where you will be kept away 
from liquor, and your system given a 
chance to recover Itself. 


"I do not think you are a criminal 


at heart. The law allows me to send 
you either to the State's Prison or the 
County Jail for a period of not exceed- 
ing two years. 


"I believe that the cause oC justice 


would be served with confinement in 
the County Jail, and It Is hereby or- 
dered that you be confined there for 
the period of two years." 


STAGGERS LAWRENCE. 


Getting the limit allowed by law for 


his offense seemed to stagger Law- 
rence, and for a few seconds he stood 
without moving after 
sentence had 


been pronounced upon him, then he 
turned and shook hands with his attor- 
ney. Judge E. M. Gibson, and went away | 
in company with Deputy Sheriff Bert 
Brown, back to the County Jail, where 
they have nothing but water to drink, 
and the sound of the popping cork Is 
unknown. 


His recent trial was the result of 


numerous quarrels with his wife, which 
ended on the 'afternoon of February 
14th, with his assaulting her with a 
knife as she was 
standing talking 


through a telephone In their home. 


The knife went into'her cheek and 


jBown Into her shoulder. It was some 
time before he was arrested, and It Is 
•tated that his wife would not have 
•worn to the complaint at all if he 
would have agreed to leave her alone. 


But every 
time he got .drunk he 


.would swear that he would go out and 
*"get her," and finally she swore to the 
complaint and had him arrested. 


Even at the trial of the case, accord- 


ing to her attorney, she did not tell 
all she could have told, and he sat 
and sneered at her throughout the time 
ehe was on the witness stand facing 
him.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Not- 


withstanding a desperate struggle 
of his wife and son to hold him 
by the foot, after he had fainted 
and toppled over the sill of an 
open window, George F. Kraepp, 
cashier of the Cooper Exchange 
Bank, fell to the street from the 
fourth floor of his home at 209 
West Ninety-seventh street today 
and was killed. 


Mrs. Kraepp and her son, Her- 


bert, saw Mr. Kraepp, who was in 
ill health, suddenly fall over back- 
wards. Mother and son jumped 
to the window in time to seize the 
falling man by the feet. 


They held him safely for a few 


seconds, screaming for help, but 
the assistance was slow in coming 
and Mr. Kraepp's weight began 
to pull him away from his res- 
cuers. 


The realization of this terrible 


fact caused the wife's strength to 
desert her completely and the 
son, with his mother helpless at 
his side, was compelled to hold 
his father alone and was too light 
for his father's superior weight. 


Exhausted and upon the point 


of being dragged over the window 
sill himself, the boy lost his grip 
and Mr. Kraepp fell to the street. 
He died soon afterwards. He was 
52 years old.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION 


CERTAIN 


President Roosevelt Determined to 


Have Freight Rates 


Regulated. 


WASHINGTON, October 4.—"Pres- 


ident Roosevelt is dead in earnest on 
the question of railroad rate legisla- 
tion, and is just as determined as ever 
that railroad regulations shall be en- 
acted looking to Federal supervision 
of the freight rate situation." 


This statement was made today by 


[Representative Townsend of Michigan, 
one of the authors of the so-called 
Eseh-Townsend railroad rate bill. 


Representative Townsend called to- 


day to talk over the general subject 
with the President, and of the nec- 
essity for making changes in the meas- 
ure which he and Mr. Esch proposed 
last winter. 


VIEWS UNCHANGED. 


"I have no -authority to represent 


the President's views as to railroad 
rates," said Mr. Townsend, "but I can 
say that he entertains now the same 
views in principle as he expressed in 
his message last December. 
The crux 


of the whole matter is not that the 
commission should flx rates, but that 
it should have the power to substitute 
a reasonable rate for one found on in- 
vestigation to be unjust. Without such 
authority the evils complained of could 
not be reached."

"Some changes may be made," re- 


plied Mr. Townsend, "but they will be 
for the purpose of making the bill 
clearer on certain points.

We think they 
are covered in our measure, but In 
order to avoid any question about it, 
they will be included in the bill In a 
definite form.

•.msuspecting Fatherland. The astonishment of the natives at the 
advent of the apparition was scarcely equal to the amazement of Mr. 
Daniells at the discovery that the Germans are not Dutchmen and 
do not pass their entire time drinking lager, eating limburger and 
pretzels and singing "Die Wacht am Rhein." He was also lost in 
wonder that they knew he was an American yet were so ignorant 
that they could not understand what he said. This leads him to 
conclude that the average of intelligence is much greater in Alameda 
than in Germany. Everybody in Alameda understands Mr. Daniells. 
However, \\e leave to those who desire to be charmed, rested and 
zmused the delightful task of reading first hand Mr. Daniells' naive 
record of his own travels.

John Barrett, late minister to Panama (printed in another column) 
replying to an editorial which appeared in THE TRIBUNE some 
time ago, criticising Mr. Barrett's speech before the Trans-Missis- 
sippi Congress in Portland, Oregon. 


Mr. Barrett heatedly denies that he made an argument in favor 


of breaking down the Chinese exclusion laws. 
Nevertheless his 


speech, when the time, place and circumstances are taken into con- 
sideration, constituted a plea for opening our doors to the Chinese. 
The boycott on American goods and the policy of exclusion were 
being discussed, and Mr. Barrett drew an extravagant and mislead- 
ing picture of the value of the Chinese trade. His remarks were an 
exhortation for the people of this Coast to cultivate commercial re-! 
lations with the Chinet.e at all hazards. It matters little that he did 
not in so- many words suggest the repeal of the exclusion law—that 
was clearly implied by the tenor of his speech. 


He also denies that he said China contained 400000,000 inhabi- 


tants. 
Ne\ ertheless he made a talk on the assumption that the [ 


Chinese numbered that many and that each Chinese might buy $5 J 
worth of foreign products annually 
Whether this was in the present 


or twenty years hence is of small moment 
It was extravagant | 


hyperbole. The value of our trade with Cuba exceeds the value of j 
our trade with China. The assumption that China might import S3 J 
worth of foreign goods per capita annually had no foundation in 
fact or analog}-. It was a case of drawing the long bow. 


Charging up the statistics to missionaries is simply an evasion 


of responsibility for figures that are grotesque in their absurdity. 
Rear-Admiral George Clark, of Oregon fame, recently printed a 
magazine article in which he exposed the so called population sta- 
tistics, mainly guesswork of the loosest description, of China. In 
his opinion the inhabitants of thc—Chiaeae—gmiiire do not number 
more than 200,000,000. The great

Mr. Barrett denies \illifying Secretary Taft. He may have con- 


vinced the Secretarv of War of his innocence in this respect, but 
not others who are conversant u'th the circumstances of the case 
and Mr. Barrett's peculiar methods of ad\ertising himself. On the 
eve of Mr. Barrett's departure fro IP the Isthmus, the P-enama Star 
and Herald printed an anon;, mous article savagely criticising Secre- 
tary Taft and ascribing all the good accomplished by the United 
States Government on the Isthmus to Minister John Barrett. When 
the editor \\as requested to name the writer of the effusion, he gave 
Mr. Barrett's secretary as the author. Mr. Barrett denied all knowl- 
edge of the matter, and there the matter stands. 


With the modesty which is so becoming to him and which is 


his chief glory and characteristic, Mr. Barrett disclaims "bobbing up 
on all public occasions with a speech." Ever since the outbreak of 
the Spanish AYar gave him an opportunity to rush to the front of 
the stage and pose under the limelight Mr. Barrett has kept himself 
in the public eye. He was first projected into the Orient by Grover 
Cleveland, who appointed him Minister to Siam as a supposed re- 
ward for problematical services rendered the Democratic party 
through the editorial columns of an obscure paper in Vermont. 
Whether Mr. Cleveland really intended to reward Mr. Barrett ori 
merely get rid of him has always been a matter of grave doubt. At 
any rate, there was cholera in Siam at the time Mr. Barrett was ap- 
pointed to Bankok. It is a matter of history that the cholera threw 
up its job and disappeared from the country shortly after the advent 
of Mr. Barrett. 
Possibly this was only a coincidence, but it has 


caused ill-natured people to suggest that there was not room enough 
in Siam for the two at the same time. 


When the political whirl of 1896 came on, Mr. Barrett let go of 


ln's party and held on to his job. He has been holding on to the 
Government's coat tail ever since. His bureau of publicity gently 
but insistently suggests that he is holding up the Government. This j 
may be true in a sense—at least, to the extent of salary. 
However, 


-jy_e do not desire to do Mr. Barrett any injustice, and therefore re- 
frain from criticising him individually. Like the fiddler at the fron- 
tier dance, he is doing the best he knows how and it would be a! 
pity to shoot him. 


A Distinction With a Difference 


A Pasadena contemporary is instructed that there is a broad 


distinction between captious criticism of worthy enterprise and hon- 
est protest against public wrong. 
Superficial criticism without a 


justifiable motive has been characterized as "knocking," but this 
appellation is very liable to abuse. Every scheme of rapacity and 
plunder puts up a protest against "knocking" when its deformity is 
exposed. It is the scheme that will not bear exposure that is the 
most ready to answer its critics by the cry. of "Knocking." 
If all 


the scoundrels, and all the promoters of dishonest schemes are to 
bt heard on the subject of "knocking" all honest criticism of wrong- 
doing would become extinct. 
All these purvej'ors of wrong would 


put out the Sun to alleviate the affliction of sore eyes. 


Our Pasadena contemporary would exercise whatever of under- 


standing it possesses if it would clearly distinguish between dis- 
gruntled carping and the honest exposure of fraud. To do this with 
precision and with open-minded candor may require a higher degree 
of analytical power than our Pasadena contemporary has manifested, 
but we will perform for it the office of an illustration so clearly 
c'rawn as to reduce the conclusion to the level of tine lowest capacity. 


The owners of the 1-,000,000 or 1,200,000 acres of swamp-land in 


the State of Ca'ifornia, the title to which was obtained by legislative 
chicanery and judicial fraud, hold the lands so obtained at an assessed 
valuation of about $1 an acre. They deliberately propose that the 
Government of the United States, which, presented this land to the 
State of California, and the State of California, which in turn lost 
it by fraud to its present owners, or their grantors, shall contribute 
the sum of $16,000,000 to the reclamation of this land, and that after 
such reclamation it shall remain private property. 
To induce this 


contribution the promoters of this scheme declare that the land so 
reclaimed will be worth $100,000,000. They, however, make the 
amazing concession—the phenominal liberality of proposing to assist 
the State and the Government in the project of conferring upon 
themselves as the reclaimed swamp-land owners this $100,000,000, 
and they fix their contribution to the production of this vast in- 
crement at 8 cents on the dollar! 


There are few intelligences so enfeebled as not to understand 


that private money can be enlisted in any enterprise which is certain 
to take $1,000,000 in value and increase it to $100,000,000, if the 
scheme is plainly practicable. If engineering science can guarantee 
the absolute reclamation of the million of acres of swamp-lands, and, 
following the assurance of the swamp-land ring, can make that land 
worth $100,000,000, then there is abundant margin for the invest- 
ment of private capital. If these results are not absolutely certain,1 


or if they are so debatable or doubtful that private capital cannot 
be enlisted, then the Government of the United States and the State ^ifo'en "itching'skin humor and was 
of California have no business to invest public money in the enter- cured by Cuticura." 
prise. Or, to state this in a more conspicuous form : The Gov- 
ernment and the State have exactly the same right to an absolute 
guarantee of the profitableness of an investment of public money 
as is required by those who control the investment of private capi- 
tal. To deny this axiom is to manifest a want of analytical capacity 
equal to a state of mental imbecility. 


If the owners of the swamp-lands had proposed to turn these 


lapds over to the State at their present valuation, for the purposes 
of reclamation at Government expense the proposition would have 
been worthy of consideration, but the proposition before the people 
is so utterly devoid of even the remote semblance of honesty that 
I's denunciation is the inherent and natural impulse of every honest 
mind. 
To characterize this protest as "knocking" is to disclose an 


intelligence so long in disuse as to have become dusty. 
Before

ent, who had not already seen the rcoms, 
went, under the direction 
of Director.

hundred and fifty dollars in refitting and 
remodeling the rooms to meet the de- 
mands of the directors.

FDR AFFAIRS IN CUBA 


Candidate For President of Island 


Says Ruin and Dishonor Faces 


the People. 


NEW YORK, October 4.—"Libert-/ is 


dead in Cuba, and the condition of affairs 
there Is worse than it ever was under 
Spanish rule, even in the most ferocious 
periods 
of 
the 
Weyler 
Government. 


Financial ruin and dishonor face the 
people, if things continue as they are 
the nation will - be converted into one 
of heriditary rule." 


That declaration was made last night 


by General Jose Miguel Gomez, Governor 
of the Province of Santa Clara and can- 
dioate of the Liberal party for the Presi- 
dency of Cuba, at the New Amsterdam 
Hotel where he, is staying.. Upon his 
arrival on the steamship Monterey from 
Havana yesterday General Gomez rufused 
to discuss Cuban affairs at length, but 
after he had rested at his hotel he was 
more communicative. 
"I am here to rest for some days," he 
continued. 
"And to breathe the air of 
liberty tha,t Is lacking in my own country 
and for wiiich I have fought so long. 


JAILS ARE FILLED. 


"On false charges the Government as- 
sassinates 
thtf liberals, the Jails are 


Oiled with political prisoners, and we 
have no hope of justice from judges and 
magistrates who recognize no law but 
the will of the Government. 
"We are hindered in casting our votes 


and Cuba is now suffering a reign of 
terror 
never 
equalled 
under 
Spanish 


tyranny. 
It was such things as there 
that made us withdraw from the elec- 
tions. Public funds are used for electoral 
purposes. 


"The sanitary condition of the Island 
is a disgrace. The Cuban Government 
has employed thousands of men in the 
sanitary department, but for voting, not 
for working purposes. 
"It has become impossible to dare to 
oppose the Government without risk of 
ones' life and liberty. 
The Mayor of 
Havana has been deprived of his office 
against the law and the whole city coun- 
cil have been dismissed 
because they 


were liberals. No one dares confess his 
political opinions for fear of assassina.- 
tion, for which purpose the most des- 
perate criminals are 
allowed by the 


Government to be at large. " 
"For what Is happening in Cuba the 


United States Government has a direct 
responsibility. Palnrn is enabled to do as 
he Is doing only by telling the people 
every day that in case of revoluti-m or 
disorder tho United States would send 
troops to punish them and to sustain the 
Palmn Government. 


tfUTY OF UNITED STATES. 


"I believe if the Platt amendment holds 
the United' States Government is re- 
sponsible for order In Cuba it should 
never be taken for supporting the unlaw- 
ful acts of the present Government and 
to serve as a screen for the commissiuu ] 
of such acts as have been committed 
against the opponents of that Govern- 
ment. It Is the duty of the United States 
to put a step to such a condition, and 
if affairs continue as 
they 
are 
much 


longer we shall have to appeal to the 
United States to da so. 
"If the United States should intervene 
in the matter of the elections and insist 
that these elections should be carried on 
honestly It would be proved that eighty 
per cent of the population are liberal. 
That proportion of the people hate Palma 
and his oppressions worse 
than 
they i 
hated Weyler, for the conditions he has) 
enforced are worse than ever existed j 
under Spanish dominion."

Before leaving Cuba General Gomez, 


tendered his resignation as candidate for j 
President in order, as he said, to give 
the convention full liberty in' Us pro- 
ceedings. 


Upon his arirval here he was Informed 
that the convention -was held last Sun- 
day; 
that It had been decided not to 
accept the resignation. 
General Gomez said that before he 


could outline his next action he would 
have to learn the reasons for this action 
by tho convention and would have to 
give the matter deep thought. 


CRESS UNGER CHARGES SHORT- 


AGE TO THE LATE E. B. 


JEROME. 


SAN FRAXCISCO, Oct. 4—The trial 


of Cress linger for embezzlement of 
custom house funds developed an at- 
tempt to throw the blame in part on a 
dead man, E. B. Jerome, on whom, 
prevously, no breath of suspicion -had 
ever rested. 


E. B. Jerome was for many years 


chief clerk at. the custom house and 
was regarded as almost indispensa- 
ble because of the knowledge he had 
acquired-of the intricacies of the busi- 
ness, so much so that .he was con- 
tinued in office under successive ad- 
ministrations 
of. different 
political 


faiths, and -this at a. time when civil 
service rules did not obtain. 


Unger succeeded to the place when 


Jerome died, and after holding the of- 
fice for some two years was found 
short in his accounts. At the time ol 
this discovery Unger did make to Col- 
lector Stratton 
some vague excuses 


that Jerome was responsible for part 
of the shortage, tout this claim on his 
part was never pressed and was not 
heard of at the first trial of the em- 
bezzlement charge. 


ALLEGATIONS IN REPORT. 


The allegation 
that 
Jerome 
was 


partly responsible did not come out 
yesterday on behalf of the 
defense 


oefore United States Judge De Haven, 
but appears from a report made by 
Unger on September 18, 1902, to Spe- 
cial Treasury Agents C. W. West and 
Q. E. Ohanning-, in which he alleged 
that his shortage was the result of 
a previous shortage incurred by Jer- 
ome in 1899. 


Unger's report says that Jerome was 


n financial straits at the time and that 
he and Jerome had been friends for 
many years; that Jerome's money af- 
fairs grew worse and, instead of mak- 
ing restitution, he 'continued to use 
government funds for his own use, 


UNGER'S STATEMENT. 


"Some time prior to 'his death," the 


report reads, "Jerome 
informed me 


that 'he was making arrangements by 
which he could repay all the money 
used, but unfortunately his death In- 
tervened, which fact made me solely 
responsible to the government. Dur- 
ing the time this money was used by 


j Jerome, later collections 
were 
often 


1 applied to the payment of the older 
accounts, and I frequently added to 


I the same such sums as I could afford 
| from my salary. 
"At the time of his death I realized 


at once the importance of clearing up 
this Indebtedness as a protection to 
the memory of a lifelong friend and 
and my own honor. I exerted my ut- 
most efforts to this end and I recently 
placed a mortgage on my property and 
paid in full all the outstanding ac- 
counts. I am satisfied that Mr .Jer- 
ome never intended that I should be 
held responsible in any degree for his. 
actions. 
T-he 
amounts- used by me 


never exceeded $10 or 520 at any one 
time and were returned the next day." 


Unger's report states that he paid 


$1750 to clear hs • accounts, that no 
false entries were made in his books 


i and that hs semi-annual reports to the 
' department included all 
transactions 


deposited.
